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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-9, 12, 13 and 15-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Laybourn et al (Laybourn), U.S. Patent No. 6,480,710. 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 4, 6-9, 12, 13 and 15-25, Laybourn discloses an 
interactive voice response system for pre-paid wireless services comprising a peripheral 
device in communication with a MSG, the MSC capable of communicating with at least 
one wireless device (figure 1), an IVR application on the peripheral device comprising a 
menu driven system adapted to receive information from a customer, wherein the menu 
driven system interacts with the customer to ask the customer a number of previous 
transactions to be played back to the customer (as evidenced by the fact that a 
subscriber's history of transactions are maintained, col. 7, lines 54-60) (see also, col. 7, 
lines 7-54 and col. 8, lines 32-51).
